Commenting on the “gigantic” ex- 
periment in the United States, the 
chancellor said that conditions there 


were more favorable for success than 


they would be anywhere else. The 
United States, he said, is far less de- 
pendent on export trade than is Great 
Britain and is able therefore to raise 
costs within the country without its 
export trade suffering. 

Mr. Chamberlain reminded laborite 
critics that far greater reductions in 
wages have taken place in the United 
States than in Great Britain, 25 per 
cent being the general figure. 

He rejected the idea of an empire 
currency saying that proposals for the 


‘dominions to take part in the man- 


agement of sterling raised great diffi- 


culties and pointing out that more 
‘than one empire unit is without a cen- 


tral bank. 

The chancellor concluded by declar- 
ing that Great Britain had “turned 
the corner,” although prosperity had. 
not come and he did not expect it to 
come for some time. Yet he saw defi- 
nite signs of renewed confidence, in- 
creased buying, more transport traf- 


fie and less unemployment.

The 
next one will be doing simply what Ruth has already 
done. The novelty will be off his accomplishments. It 
is extremely unlikely that such a hitter will appear. But 
if he does, he will find the trail blazed. 

Ruth will always be the man who changed the entire order 
of baseball. They were still choking their bats and batting with 
some science until the Babe came along. The swish of his bat, 
held at the end of the handle, and the sight of the ball bound- 


ing among the inhabitants of the bleachers or clearing distant 
walls, was something else. 


The fans loved it. And all the hitters began to 
swing from the hip, trying to murder the ball as did 
Ruth. He changed all of baseball, did the Babe. 

They quit choking their bats and playing for one run when 


he came along to drive in runs by twos and threes and fours.

Colonel Til Huston and Jake Ruppert dug down and gave 
Harry Frazee, owner of the Red Sox, $125,000 for the Babe, 
something else was started.

Winter Housing Problem Solved 
By Men in Georgia C.C.C. Camp

| BRUNSWICK, Ga., July. 26— 
What the government fails to pro- 
vide forestry workers at the Nahun- 
ta camp, the youths, by employing 
their pioneering instincts, furnish. 
Rustic log cabins, equipped with 
handmade furniture and accessories 
are rapidly supplanting army tents 
at the forestry camp located within 
the corporate limits of the city of 


Nahunta, Brantley county, and by 
the time of the arrival of wintry 
blasts the youngsters and their of- 


ficers will be comfortably housed 
without additional expense to the 
government. 

These members of the civilian con- 
servation corps, numbering more than 
200 privates and several officers are 
employing the initiative of the early 
settlers to provide themselves with 
suitable quarters by the construction 
of log cabins, covered with roofs of 
palmetto leaves and furnished in most 
comfortable fashion with chairs, ta- 
bles and other furniture of their own 
_design and craftsmanship. 

The cabins, numbering about fif-

One of the most interesting fea- 
tures of the cabins is the roof. It 
is constructed § solely of palmetto 
leaves piled there or four feet thick, 
which when compact forms an ideal 
roofing. The palmettoes are put on 
the cabins when green, each held 
together by a small tack in the stem, 
and are surprising the workers with 
their stability. The palmetto roofs 
of the two completed cabins with- 
stood the heavy rains of the past 
week and not a drop of water leaked 
through. 

Occupying the officers’ cabin are 
Captain J. M. Groves, of Fort Sreven, 
First Lieutenant ©. D. Eddelman, 
of Fort Benning and Second Lieu- 
tenant John M. Brown, also of Fort 
Benning. 

The workers are not taking up ad- 
ditional land for the erection of their 
eabins. They are laying the foun- 
dation on the outside of their tents 
and are constructing the cabins 
around their canvas shelters. 

The huts, to which clay chimneys 
will be added when the cold wea- 
ther arrives, are being constructed 
to house twenty or more men and 
before summer ends the workers ex- 
pect to have fifteen cabins standing 
where the tents are now being used. 
The forestry workers have received 
high commendation for their enter- 
prise and the projects have received 
the endorsement of higher officials. 

Most of the boys in the camp are 
from south Georgia counties and in 
the personnel can be found many 
ingenious youths.
